Withia;Bf TSreek two leading articles 
appeared^'in an evening paper, pub- 
lished at Ottawa, called the "Free 
Press," advpoating, in fervent terms, 
the right p^BritiBh Columbia to a seat 
in the Federal Cabinet, and intima- 
ting rather broadly that she had a 
]\Iiuister all cut and dry, one who 
•would bo head and Hho\ildoi-H iibovo 
all other Ministord, with the niiigle 
exeoptiou of Sir John, whose peer iu 
every respect that is laudable he would 
b&; at the same time deftly hinting 
that'/unless si>cedy justice wei*e done 
to the Pacilic Province in this resjiect, 
her wkole delegatioji might be found 
on the Opposition Benches one of 
thoHO line mornings. About tbc same 
time certain atatemonla appeared iu 
the said newspaper, intimating grow- 
ing discontent in the Pacific Province, 
and deep indignation on account of an 
Internal Revenue aiipointinont. The 
cvuniug journal iu question does not 
circulate on this coast; but a lo(!al 
print was prompt to give the lirst of 
these two leading articles the benefit 
of what little circulation it enjoys. The 
second will very likely be equally 
fii.v(.)rod. Peojjle here would, indeed, 
have been puzzled to account for tbe 
wonderful interest the evening journal 
aforesaid manifested in the afl'airs of 
this Province, had they not easily de- 
tected in it all the fine Roman hand of 
one of their representatives. A private 
letter from Ottawa tells us that the 
new-born zeal of the evening "Grit- 
ling^ Pacific Province was 
readily traced to the aame source. Not 
altogether relisiiing the position thus 
gratuitously assigned tliem before the 
country, all the members of the British 
Columl)ia delegation, esciu't one, 
waited on the editor of the Ottawa 
'''.^m^s,". tbfiorgan of Sir John, and 
tue consequence was that on the 2nd 
inst. the following article appeared in 
the leading columns of that journal: — 
"In a late edition of the "Free 
Press" an article ajjpeared under the 
caption "Cabinet Representation," 
which ascribes to British Columbians 
an ambition to have one of the vacant 
positions in the Ministry filled by a 
representative from that Province; and 
which states that letters have been re- 
ceived from leading men in British Co- 
lumbia to their represeutativoa here, 
urging their claims and inquiring 
whether the Government did 'not in- 
tend, in the election of Sir Francis 
Hincks for Vancouver, to give repre- 
sentation in the Cabinet tothcPaci- 
li(! Province; adding that a strong feel- 
ing of anxiety prevails lest the Govorn- 
misnt should not keep faith in this mat- 
ter, . While the British Columbians 
feel ia keen interest in their Province 
and its welfare, they do not wish to 
have themselves placed in a false jjo- 
sition before the people of the Domin- 
ion at large* and we are asked to give 
a fiat couti'adictipn to the statement of 
the "Free Press," on the part of all the 
members but onh from that Province, 
as to the receipt of any such letters. 
As a matter of fact, none such have 
been rocoivod, nor is any distrust of 
the Government felt in the remotest 
degreot ^By whomsoever the "Free 
Press" was inspired in regard to an- 
other matter contradicted in our col- 
lunns, it was probably also inspired as 
to tiiis, and doubtless with equal found- 
ation iu both instances." 

Reader, can you gueas who the onk 
is-? Soioeitime ago -we had occasion 
to direct attention to certain indica- 
tions of trickery, and wo then intima- 
to<l the approach of further develop- 
mcnlH. 'I.'hey are coming now; and, 
looking liack, oi\c can hotter under- 
stand some little cnrcumstauces that 
seemed mysterious a while ago. Verily,

lireaont proiiaroit to any. Wo wore lUuler 
tli(> ilupi-e.H.sion tlint Kiioh lu bitrary and 
higli-hinidiHl doings could only belong to 
the past "roKinic."

Dominion Parliament- 

Senate, April 28. 

ADMINISTRATION OF OATHS IlIIX. 

i Hon. ^Ir. Campbell moved the bc- 
I cond reading of the bill to einpovyov 
Cominitleos of Parliamont to examine 
i witney.ses under oath. He said the Bill 
proj)08od giving this power to any 
Committee of eiilior House, us well as 
the Committee on Private Bills. 

Hon. IVIr. CarriiU— Can you not 
ainouil tho title of the Bill'? 

Hon. Mr. Campbell— We may consi- 
der nny amendment in committee. 

Hon. Mr. Dickey raised doubts a.s to 
the conBtitutiounl j)owers of Pai-lia- 
ment to pass such a law. 

Hon. Mr. LotoUier de St. Just con- 
tended that Parliament had tho power, 
citing authority in support. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall said he could nol 
quite understand from tlio special 
pleading.s and elaborate readingH from 
fuithorities which the hon. gentleman 
from Irranville (Hon. Mr. Letoliier do 
St. Just) had treated them, that ho 
thought one of those Parliamentary 
crises was at bond, aud that be might 
help to give tho 'coup de grace' to the 
Government. But with all his astutf? 
elaborate reasonings he was not pre- 
pared to support the bill. But after 
the speeihofthe Senator from Amherst 
(Mr. Dickey) a birth had taken place 
in hia (Mr. Carrall's) mind, namely, 
a doubt as to the ability of the House 
to pass this bill. He shared with his 
hon. friend from Granville the opinion 
that this bill ought not to have escaped 
the attention of the Minister of Jilatice, 
whose opinion they regarded as of more 
weight tlian that of any other man in the 
Dominion; and lio hardly expected tluit 
one so cunning and acute us that gentle- 
man should have stood god father to thi; 
bill unless ho thought wo hadthe right to 
pass it. We had a written constitution, 
anil could not go beyond it. Tho English 
Guvernmont was not ao, but is as elastic 
as India rubber. (A laugli.) Now as to 
whether this bill trauHccuded our power 
or not, under the Union Act, ho left it to 
thoso skilled in, tho law to determine. 
Ho would be cit-iful in voting for a so- 
cond reading if he thought thn bill violat- 
ed the constitution. If it pas.sed it might 
prove a two-edged sword, operating 
against hon. gentlemen opposite at some 
future tiino, when they might be iu pow- 
er. (Hear, hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Wilmot followed on the same 
Hide.
